Don’t cultivate tender varieties too late in the season; give the wood a 
chance to ripen.

Rose caterpillar can 
be detected by its glueing two or three leaves-together. Promptly 
press these leaves together. ‘To destroy insects which eat the leaves, 
apply white hellebore when the
